His previous political training, however, 
pave him a strong bias that way, and no 
man can rise independent of his previous 
training merely because it ia desirable that 
h. should do so. 
The great merit of John 
Sherman is that he has been learning aud 
growing ever since he has been in the 
Treasury. 
Every year he has shown un- 
mistakabie advance. 
Every year he has 
dis.ardc.fi some error, mastered tome new 
truth, exhibited a firmer and more compre­ 
hensive grasp of the national finances. 
Ilia handling of the question of resump­ 
tion. when we consider tho nature and ex­ 
te n t of the political obstacles he had 
to encounter, was masterly. 
He was 
not able under the circumstances to do 
the very best, but he did the best that 
was then possible. 
Y\ c doubt very much 
if specie payments could have been re­ 
sumed so successfully under tho manage­ 
m ent of any of his predecessors. 
He was 
not responsible for the passage of the 
' silver bill, though we m ust hold that he 
ought to have mado a more strenuous 
resistance to that measure than he did. 
He, however, was striving 
to 
carry 
as 
much 
as 
could 
be carried, 
and 
very probably he did not dare to provoke 
antagonisms which would have increased 
his difficulties to no purpose. 
He has, 
am id many discouragements and draw­ 
backs, steered the departm ent over which 
he presides clear of all grave dangers ex­ 
cept th a t one which is beyond his reach. 
Tho great work cf refunding the public 
debt has thus far been carried forward by 
him w ith less friction and more success 
than could have been a t all anticipated. 
H e 
has generally made excellent and 
economical 
arrangements, and has not 
played into the hands of any private spec­ 
ulators. 
The work he has so well man­ 
aged 
however 
is 
not yet completed, 
and 
we 
arc 
convinced 
that 
the 
oountry will heartily approve General Gar­ 
field's decision if he entrusts to the present 
abio and upright Secretary of the Treasury 
the fulfillment of the arduous but honor­ 
able task he has already advanced so far. 
W o do not know o’ any other man who 
c.u ld to day take Mr. Sherman’s place 
w ithout conveying to the country a sense 
of deficiency by comparison with him, 
and it appears to us th a t this single con­ 
si ’eration ought to dem onstrate the wis­ 
dom aiul expediency of keeping him where 


he is. 


GK. NT AND THE LOTOS CLUB. 


A t the dinner given to General G rant 
by the Lotus Club, Mr. W hitelaw Reid 
made several suggestions as to the future 
of the guest, and among them was one to 
the effect that he should be made a life 
Senator. 
The 
proposition 
is 
indeed 
intended to include 
all 
ex-Presidents, 
and the theory upon wh’ich it rests as­ 
sumes that 
the U nited 
States Senate 
would be greatly tho gainer by such a 
change. 
To us it seems th at the ex-Presi­ 
dents would be placed in an anomalous 
position by such an arrangement. 
The 
United States Senate is intended to be a 
representative a3 well as a deliberative 
body. 
Though not so close to the people 
as the House of Representatives, it is still 
connected with them, and it is capable of 
being influenced by popular sentiment. 
But the ex-Presidents, being made Sena­ 
tors at Large, would really represent no­ 
body and nothing. 
Their absolute sever­ 
ance from any organized body of public 
sentim ent would have the effect of making 
them represent themselves alone. 
They 
would therefore be led to develop their in­ 
dividual ideas without reference to the bent 
of public opinion, and being independent 
they would probably become either mis­ 
chievous or useless. 
As regards General 
G rant himself, we cannot conceive of any 
position less congenial to him than the one 
proposed. 
He is not a statesman or a law­ 
maker. 
He has had practically very little 
civil training, and his civil career has been 
disfigured by just the defects which his 
military education made most probable. 
G reat soldiers have very seldom been good 
legislators. 
The only instance in which 
any evidence appearing to have a contrary 
si-rnificance can he cited Í3 that of Napoleon 
Bonaparte, aud his civil government was 
despotic, and obviously molded upon that 
of the camp. 
The Duke of Wellington 
failed conspicuously in civü affairs, and 
G rant has not been more successful in that 
direction. 
As a life Senator his best qual­ 
ities would be obscured, and he would be 
placed at a great disadvantage. Mr. Reid’s 
other proposition, th at he be made General 
of the army, is far more practical and ap 
propriate. 
T hat undoubtedly ia a posi­ 
tion 
whch General Grant is in every 
way fitted for, and in th at position he 
would 
suffer 
nothing 
by 
contrast 
with 
his colleagues or 
his 
subordi­ 
nates. 
In fact this is precisely 
the 
office which the country should offer to 
General Grant. 
It was in the profession 
of arms th at all his enduring glory waB 
gained, and it is his military career which 
will remain the pride aud admiration of pos­ 
terity. 
He has nothing to hope in the 
way of enhanced reputation from Sena­ 
torial honors, and he would enter an arena 
in which the odds would be against him. 
It appears to us th at those of his friends 
who are now engaged in agitating the 
question of his future would do most wisely 
in abandoning tho idea of the life Senator- 
ship, and concentrating their forces upon 
the restoration of th at high m ilitary office 
which has once been his, and which he 
may be said to have an enduring title to. 
We have no doubt th at General G rant him­ 
self is as ready as ever to serve the country 
in whatever way may be pointed out to 
him, but his friends should see th at the 
choice lies between a position for which he 
is pre eminently qualified, and one for 
which he caanot he said to have any special 
fitness. 


LOW FARE7 AND INCREASED EARNINGS 


I t is stated th at the railroad war in the 
W est, which has led to so general a cut­ 
ting of passenger rates, 
has produced 
results whicii were certainly not antici­ 
pated. 
I t has in fact increased the earn- 
iugs of the companies which adopted tho 
lowest fares, and as a m atter of course by 
extending the traffic ot the roads. 
This ia 
a perfectly natural outcome in a thickly 
populated region, aud appears to show 
th at the W estern lints concerned have not 
yet brought their passenger rates down to 
the most paying point. 
The philosophy of 
transportation in this respect is of course 
governed by the population factor. 
For 
example, given a sparsely Eettlcd region 
like this ¡átate, and it does not take long 
to reduce passenger rates below the point 
at which increase of travel can make up 
for loss on the individual receipts. 
In 
such a case the only- effect of a consider­ 
able reduction in tho rates would be to 
diminish tho earnings of the company, 
there not being any reserve population to 
draw upon, and the average amount of 
travel being constant. 
B ut in the thickly 
settled W estern States the conditions are 
different. 
There 
it is 
possible to in­ 
crease the earnings of the railroads by cut­ 
ting down the rates, since by so doing a 
very large element which did not travel by 
railroad before, ¡3 induced to do so. 
It 
may be alleged th at iu the caso under no­ 
tice this increase can only be regarded as 
temporary, and th at after a little, if the 
present low rates were maintained, the 
earnings of the roads would diminish. 
But the experience of the English companies 
indicates th at the increase of travel in­ 
duced by low fares is pretty steadily main­ 
tained, and th at in the long run it pays for 
the reduction and justifies it. 
Railroad 
managers are naturally very cautious about 
questions of tLis kind, because it is not al­ 
ways easy to raise rates again after they 
have once been lowered, and because how­ 
ever certain a result may be in theory, it 
can never be actually- demonstrated save 
by practice. 
I t is not probable th at the 
W estern roads which have lately been en­ 
gaged in the cut-throat warfare referred to 
will conclude to keep the fares down to the 
point this fierce and reckless competition 
has reduced them to, but it is by no means 
improbable that they would find their ad­ 
vantage in doing so, since the movement 
from which they expected nothing bnt loss 
has thus far actually increased their earn­ 
ing».

BLUE 
JEANS WILLIAMS. 


Old Blue Jean9 Williams, Governor of 
Indiana, has gone over to the majority. 
He was a carious political product. 
He 
owed his election to one of those waves of 
folly which pas3 over communities at in­ 
tervals, and which carry away even the 
gravest men. 
No doubt the decline of the 
Republican party which occurred during 
G rant’s second administration paved the 
way for the mental epidemic which favored 
the candidature of Williams, but it was 
also evident th at he had the much more 
im portant backing of one of the political 
“ silly seasons ” referred to. He was a man 
of no power of mind, but he had the 
shrewdness to avail himself of the peculiar 
tem per of the hour. 
He appeared as a 
modern Ciucinnatua, personifying honesty, 
integrity and ecoaomy. 
He wore blue 
jeans 
constantly, 
and 
this 
trait, 
which 
was 
thoroughly 
demagogic, 
seems 
to 
have 
given 
Landers 
the 
¡ idea of the sort of semi-hoodlum costume 
which he subsequently affected. 
Perhaps 
W illiams wore his blue jeans w ithout any 
ulterior purpose, bu t be th at as it may 
they served him well. 
He was naturally, 
because of his ignorance, open to the re­ 
ception of all the financial follies which 
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whatever financial doctrines were put for­ 
ward by men who had studied the subject. 
And he found a large following, for the 
times were cot then as good as they have 
since become, and mauy people were in debt 
and discontented, and therefore willing to 
support any kind of a change. So Williams 
carried the State against Harrison, and 
when the people got him in the Governor’s 
chair they were not long in finding out 
th at he was very ordinary timber in­ 
deed. 
In fact after his iuauguration he 
was scarcely heard of. 
He was honest 
enough, and well-meaning enough, and he 
kept his administration free from great 
scandals, though it has been said that his 
choice of officers was not always discrim­ 
inating. 
His election was the result of a 
political vagary aud perhaps thoee who 
were responsible for it wondered after­ 
wards at their own handiwork. 
Neverthe­ 
less the result of such a craze might have 
been much worse, for Indiana might have 
had a rogue for Governor. 
The old Blue 
Jeans Governor was not a bad man at all. 
He was simply an unreasonable selection 
for so im portant an office. 
He has gone 
now, and just in time to mies the inaugura­ 
tion of a Reou'olican successor. 


ERICSoON'd 
NEW 
TORPEDO 
BOAT. 


Captain Ericsson has invented a new 
torpedo boat w hich is said to bo so much 
more murderous than anything previously 
conceived th at it will tend to make naval 
warfare impossible. 
T hat statem ent, how­ 
ever, must be received with many grains of 
allowance. Many inventions have been her­ 
alded as destined to create similar revolu­ 
tions, hut in fact none of them have been 
found to answer the great expectations 
raised in regard to them. 
The new boat is 
a kind of monitor, having all its machinery 
below the water line, and carrying a gun 
which is to fire contact torpedoes seven 
feet under water. 
If such a vessel can be 
completely governed, and if she can be 
taken near enough to the enemy without 
being sunk to discharge her guns with pre­ 
cision, no doubt the destructive results 
would be tremendous. 
All this, however, 
was claimed fo- the W hitehead torpedo, 
yet when th at missile came to be used in 
actual fighting it was found th at it could 
not 
he 
relied 
on 
at all. 
It 
was 
almost impossible to secure precision of 
course after it had been discharged, and 
even at close quarters, as in the case of 
the Shah and the Huascar, it missed the 
enemy almost every time. 
Captain E r­ 
icsson has now devised a boat which he 
thinks will overcome the defects of the 
W hitehead torpedo, and perhaps he is right, 
hut nothing but actual experiment under 
war conditions can demonstrate the true 
character of his invention. 
Of course all 
such inventions are in the interests of 
humanity. 
The more deadly war is made 
the sooner international disputes will he 
settled. 
I t does not apparently follow 
th at arms of precision tend to prevent 
wars, hut they certainly shorten them, and 
in so doing they diminish their horrors. 
An inveution which should render it im­ 
possible for armies to approach within five 
miles of one another would be a beneficent 
one, and the greater the deadliness of 
weapons the better for mankind, so long 
as war cannot be done away with alto­ 
gether.

LesEcps has at last got his canal com­ 
pany organized, but th at is all. 
Several 
months ago he assured the world that the 
entire stock had already been subscribed, 
and th at tho undertaking was practically 
accomplished. 
This bombast did not have 
the desired effect, and now tne company is 
organized soberly,and the booksare opened. 
There are 590,000 shares at the disposal of 
the public. 
The question is, will these 
shares he disposed of ? The financiers of 
both continents havo manifested a some­ 
w hat painful distrust of M. de Lesseps 
throughout this canal business, and it 
must bo cun’essed th at he has given cause 
for suspicion, not once, hut many times. 
He has in tact gone out of his way to mis­ 
represent the situation ; hag boasted cf en­ 
couragement which he never received ; has 
failed signally in explaining away difficul­ 
ties pointed out by objectors; and has 
acted in a manner far more suggestive of 
quackery than anything else. 
Some of 
his sayings and doings in fact have been 
almost such as Count Cagliostro himself, 
the “ arc’n-quack of Europe,” as Carlyle 
calls him, might have envied, and Mr. 
Montague Tigg, the talented Chairman of 
the great Anglo-Bengalee Company, could 
have taken valuable points from him. 
It 
remains to be seen w hether the stock cf 
the canal company will he taken. 
I t may 
be, for there is an inexhaustible fund of 
credulity in the world. 
But even should 
it be subscribed there will be a wide gap 
between that event and the building of the 
canal. 


SOMEWHAT 
PREMATURE. 


Tho Indiana Democrats are trying to 
make a new national platform for their 
party. 
The attem pt is somewhat prema­ 
ture, for it is by^ no means certain at this 
moment that the Democracy will make an­ 
other national fight under its old organ­ 
ization and name. 
Beside the probability 
th at new issues will come to the front 
through the force of circumstances, it is 
scarcely ever in the power of a beaten party 
to dictate the terms upon which it will 
make the next contest. 
W ith the issues 
which are to divide the country four years 
hence, or two years hence, the Republican 
party will have something to do, and it 
is hardly likely that it will seek advice 
from its opponents.

do next, but it looks with a very cold and 
unsympathetic eye upon the wrigglinga of 
its late allies, and it manifests very little 
inclination to take counsel with them in 
the future.

The ohurch will 
thua stand upon a wide aud im portant 
thoroughfare, near tbe Avenue de» Champs 
Elysecs, and in the center cf the most 
rapidly growing part of that beautiful 
quarter of the city. 
It will be convenient 
alike to Americans resident in Paris, and 
to the more transient population in the 
principal hotels. 
The plot is very nearly 
square, with 140 feet ot facade—upon the 
Avenue de l’Alma—and having a depth of 
I,10 feet. 
The well-known architect, Geo. 
Edmund Street, of Cavendish Square. Lon­ 
don, has designed for this site a plan for 
the future church building. 
This will be 
large and beautiful, furnishing accommo­ 
dations for nearly 1.000 persons, and most 
I imposing in its artistic effect.

B cport of the Indian Burean. 
W ashington, November 21st.—The an­ 
nual report of tho Indian Bureau for 18S0 
has been completed. 
It exhibits a continued 
steady advancement toward civilization on 
the part of nearly all the Indian tribes, aud 
very remarkable progress in many instances, 
especially the Ogallallas aud Brule Sioux in 
Dakota aud the Pacific Coast Indians col­ 
lected at the Yokima Agency. 
The demand 
upon the Bureau by the Indians of a large 
majority of the Agencies for implements which 
enables them to perform manual labor are far 
beyond the means at the disposal of the de­ 
partment for that purpose. The desire of the 
Indians to labor is steadily growing, and 
large numbers are willing ami anxious to ■ n- 
guge in civilized pursuits, and the improve­ 
ment in their manner of putting iu and caring 
for crops raised, shows that the efforts of the 
past few years are gradually bringiug them 
to a self-supparting condition. The number 
of Indians iu the United States, exclusive of 
Alaska, is reported at 255,938, all of whom, 
except about 18,000, are more or less under 
the direct control of the Agencies of the Gov­ 
ernment. 
The civilized Indians now in the 
Territories number 00,560, and the uncivil­ 
ized 
17.750. 
Thera are in round num­ 
bers 
25,000 Indians in 
Dakota, 
23,000 
in 
New 
Mexico, 
17,000 
in 
Arizona, 
and 
14,000 
in 
Washington 
Territory. 
It appears that there are upwards of 5.000 
Indians in New York State, and more than 
10 000 in the State of Michigan. 
During the 
year 00 boarding and 110 day schools have 
been in operation among the different Indian 
tribes, exclusive of the five civilized triheB in 
Indian Territory, which have been attended 
by over 7,000 children and taught by 316 
teachers. 
The educational work of the 
Bureau could have been enlarged to a much 
greater extent but for the inadequate appro­ 
priation made by Congress for the support of 
tiie schools. 
Fifty thousand Indians at 
seventeen Agencies have no treaty school 
funds whatever, and the educational facilities 
must depend entirely on the general appro­ 
priation for education. 
Among these tribes 
there are at least 7,000 children of school age. 
The reports from the schools on the various 
reservations are full of encouragement, show­ 
ing an increase and more regular attendance 
of pupils, and a growing interest in education 
on the part of the parents. 
In compliance 
with appeal-i from the neglected Agencies, 
the Bureau has made arrangement for erect­ 
ing 11 boarding-school buildings during the 
coming Beason, 
aud 
for 
the establish­ 
ment of 13 new boarding-schools These 
will be the first schools of any kind 
ever provided for 8,000 Sau Carlos Apaches 
and western Shoshones, and the first board­ 
ing-school opened for 25,000 Indians at nine 
other Agencies where the small, irregularly- 
attended day-Bchools have hitherto met with 
indifferent, success, and made little irnpres 
sion on the tribes among whom they were 
located. The condition of the Poncas iu In­ 
dian Territory continues to be prosperous. 
They have now 70 hou.is, and since the 1st 
of January last over 70 families have moved 
into the houses. Meddlesome persons are 
still endeavoring to indace the Poncas to 
abandon their present location and return to 
I >akot», but leading men of the tribe have 
frequently assured the Agent that they are 
satisfied and do not desire to return. 


T lic Secretary o f M ar’s Annual Report. 
W a s h in g to n , November 21st —The an­ 
nual report of the Secreiary of W ar gives a 
general review of the various subordinate re- 
poits, calls attention to their several recom­ 
mendations, and details at length the opera- 
tii.ns of the Departo ent during the year. 
Upon the subject of expenditures, appropria­ 
tions and estimate.', the Secretary says : The 
expenditures for all affairs under control of 
this Department for the fiscal year ending 
June 30. 1880, were §39,924.773 
Congress 
appropriated for the service the current fiscal 
year $41.993.030. The csrimates for the ser­ 
vice of tiie ti.-cal year ending June 30, 1882, 
are §43,027,055. The estimatts in detail w, re 
originally submitted to me for 662,429,770, but 
were made as follows: In the civil establish» 
ment, §13,585; military establishment, $2,­ 
585; public works. $18,514,129, and iu mis­ 
cellaneous classes, SS.GW), making a total of 
revisory reductions of §18.802,414. Some in­ 
crease in the amounts of estimates for the year 
1882 over the amounts appropriated for the 
year 1881 appear in the civil establishn ent, 
military establishment and miscellaneous 
classes. 
In public works I have reduced the 
estimates to accord with what I understand 
to he the amount required for the absolute 
necessities of the service, in order to prevent 
waste of property and damage to the com­ 
mercial interests beyond such neces.-ities. It 
is submitted that the wisdom of Congress 
may perceive that as fast as possible improve­ 
ments surround the realty of the Govern­ 
ment, aud as the comraerc9 of the couutry 
advances in growth and prosperity, eo should 
the appropriations to cover expenses be 
apportioned. 
The Mississippi River Com­ 
mission, operating in accordance with an act 
approved June 28, 1879, submitted a report 
w hich was duly transmitted to Congrees last 
March, and was published by order of the 
House of Representatives. 
That report ex­ 
hibited for tho first time the estimate of the 
appropriation required for the works of im­ 
provement therein described, amounting to 
§5,113.000, and it awaited further considera­ 
tion when the session ceased. Tho Commis­ 
sion have communicated to me its desire to 
renew these estimates, ami this communica­ 
tion will be transmitted to Congress as a 
matter of special importance, not included, 
however, in the annual estimates and ex­ 
penditures for the service of this depart­ 
ment. 
Iu regard to the south pass of the Mis­ 
sissippi river, tho Secretary says : 
The 
permanency of this important work ee;ms to 
be assured, from the fact that there has 
been no failure whatever in the mainten­ 
ance of the maximum channel during the 
six months ending Augu-t 9th last. 
This 
improvement has opened through sands and 
shoals a broad, deep highway to the ocean, 
aud is one upon the permanent success of 
which congratulations may bs exchanged 
among the people abroad and at home, and 
especially among tho communities of the 
Mississippi valley, whose commercial ex­ 
changes float in an uuobstructed channel 
safely to and from the sea. Secretary Ram­ 
sey concurs in tho recommendation of Gen­ 
eral Sherman, that Congress be asked to 
give 25,000 enlisted men specifically to the 
troops of the line of the army, and favors 
the abandonment of many small posts 
aud concentration of larger forces at strate­ 
gic points. 
The 
absence 
of a large 
number of officers from their regiments 
is alluded to, and action recommended look­ 
ing to a relief of the service in this respect. 
Secretary Ramsey indorses the recommenda­ 
tion of the Adjutant-General in relation to 
placing the at iformed State militia upon the 
same footing in respect to its rules and forms 
as the regular forces, and calls attention to 
the ueceh.-ity of providing bv legislation for 
the organization, arming and discipline of 
the militia. 
The affairs of the Leavenworth mili­ 
tary prison, the Secretary says. Lave been 
capably administered during th_- year. 
I t is 
suggested, however, that in order to be en­ 
tirely successful, and carry out as far .-.3 
possible the original 
design of 
making 
the 
institution 
self-sustaining, 
that 
an important measure of legislation is neces­ 
sary, which ¡3 authority from Congress to 
apply the earnings of the prison to its 
maintenance. 
The Secretary says: From a perennal 
inspection of the many fortifications re­ 
ferred to by th9 Chief of Engineer-, I 
am able to emphaeiz? his recommendations, 
and beg to state ffiat their incompetent and 
defenseless condition is discreditable to the 
country. Judging from the history of all 
other nations and the experience of our own, 
the United States will, notwithstanding onr 
traditional pacific policy, find itself sooner or 
later at war 
with a maritime power. 
When that war comes it will come suddenly. 
There will be no time after its declaration to 
construct defenses, either fixed or floating. 
Other nations have been for some years, and 
are now. constructing fast war steamers of 
enormous size, incased in iron armor op to 
two feet in thickness, and armed with rifled 
gun» weighing up to 100 tons, carrying »hot 


of a ton’s weight, fired with little short of a 
quarter of a ton of powder. 
I t is feared that 
the country does not appreciate the fact that 
after a declaration of war a few days 
or even heurs might bring these great 
engines of destruction to our coast. 
I t may 
be to New York, or Boston, or Portland, or 
Baltimore, or New Orleans, or San Fran­ 
cisco, or to any point the enemy may select. 
No one can estimate the dainag# which may 
follow. 
The works of the river and harbor 
improvements, and ti e examinations and 
surveys provided for by the Act of March 3, 
1879, and previous acts, were carried on dur­ 
ing the fiscal year with satisfactory progress. 
The 
amount 
available 
therefor 
July 
1, 
1879, 
was $10,752,176. 
The 
amount 
expended 
to June 
30, 
1880, 
was 
$6,174,221. 
leaving 
a valuable 
balance 
of 
$4.597,955 to 
he 
expended during 
the present fiscal year, to which is to be 
added the appropriations by the river and 
harbor Act of June 14, 1880, amounting to

SOEGHUSX GROWING 
ON THE ISLANDS. 


I s l e t o n (Sacramento county). 
| 
November 18, ÍS80. f 
Another new enterprise has just been 
started in our little town. 
In fact, Isleton 
is fast becoming a manufacturing town. 
The beet sugar refinery has been running 
now for some months, and it has been making 
a fine quality of sugar, both golden and 
white. The most of the beets are of excel­ 
lent quality, and are yielding all the way 
from 18 to 25 tons per acre. But the enter­ 
prise at present specially interesting is the 
making of syrup from sorghum. .Tosiah Pool, 
being of an enterprising mind, thought be 
would try the raising of caue thie season, for 
an experiment, aud 
have it worked np 
into sugar at the sugar refinery. 
But as the 
season is growing late and tho beets are 
not tnore than half worlted up, he con­ 
cluded to try another process and w ork the 
cane up into syrup. 
Accordingly he pro­ 
cured n presser aud some copper kettles 
and weut to work making syrrp, and the 
consequence was a success. The cane is of 
two kinds—the early amber aud the Hon­ 
duras. The latter named he tried first; he 
cut and topped one-eiguth of an acre and 
gathered 5,600 pounds <1 cane, of the Hon­ 
duras, and from this 5,600 pounds of cane he 
ma ie 40 gallons cf flue g< l ieu 
syru,-. 
He has just commenced on the early am­ 
ber, but I cannot now tell how it will pro­ 
duce. 
In making this syrup Mr. Pool has 
five men employed. 
The cane was planted 
last July on land that was hardly fit for any­ 
thing else, ow ing to the pest that ia eo com­ 
mon on cur front lands, known as the love- 
vine. There are about five acres in the 
piece. 
Mr. Denicke, a huge land-owner on 
our island, also has about three acres of this 
care, which looks well and will yield abun­ 
dantly. 
By figuring upon the above statis­ 
tics you will fiud that an acre will yield 22 
tons of cane, and that will yield in turn 320 
gallons of golden syrup, which w ill bring in tfte 
market at least from CO cents to 75 cents per 
gallon, making the gross profits of an acre of 
land from $192 to $240, which would in.-ure 
to the farmer a uc-t profit of at least $100 per 
acre.

On Thursday last a shooting affair took 
place in Yolo county, with Sacramentaos for 
the parties. 
George E. Landis, who was 
married to Miss Hack in this city some four 
or five months ago, has been teaching the 
Willow Slough School, about six miles south­ 
east of Woodland, for the past two months 
and a half, and together with his wife 
boarded near by. Everything ran smoothly 
until last Thursday, when Mrs. Finn and her 
sister, Miss Jennie Conney, of this city, ap 
peared in a carriage in front of the school- 
house at the noon recess. Mrs. Finn alighted 
and went to the school building to have a 
talk with Mr. Landis, while Miss Conney re 
ruained in the carriage. 
In this connection 
Mr. Landis states that a year ago last fall a 
party of ladies and gentlemen, of which Mrs. 
Finn and himself were members, went from 
this city to Allen Springs for a pleasure trip. 
After their return he met Mrs. Finn a few 
times, but had not seen her except as passing 
upon the street for a year or more past. On 
the occasion of her call last Thursday she 
asserted and sought to maintain that: the 
relations between herself and Mr. Landis 
had been such that he ought nuw to obtain 
a divorce from bis present wife and marry 
her. He stoutly asserted that there was no 
ground for such claimH, and that she must 
be crazy. She denied the impeachment and 
things began to look sultry, when he told 
her she must go away and not interfere 
with bis duties to the school. She didn’t 
care whether school kept or not. 
She pro­ 
posed then and there to have a square un­ 
derstanding looking to future compliances 
with demands.

He 
turned toward the place where he had left 
his visitor and she was aiming at him for a 
third shot, which 
immediately followed. 
He then ran towards her and when about ten 
feet away she shot ugain, giving a close call, 
but still missing him. Before she could cock 
the revolver again, he grappled with her, and 
after a short struggle wrested the weapon 
from her, and putting it in his pocket de­ 
parted for the school-house. She then stepped 
into the carriage and drove away. 
The 
weapon used by Mrs. F inn was a large-sized 
pocket revolver of thirty two caliber, and 
intended for effective work. 
Nothing has 
since transpired in relation to the matter. 
The next morning Mr, Landis resigned his 
position as teacher and relieved the district of 
any embarrassment which might result from 
the occurrence.

The following is from the Marysville 
Appeal of November 21st : 
The Sacramento Bee of yesterday very 
foolishly published the following item, 
which is untrue in every particular : “ it 
is now learned on good authority th at the 
dam recently constructed on the Yuba 
river for impounding the mining debris is 
not working with the good results which 
were anticipated when the w ater was 
turned in some two weeks ago. 
The cur­ 
rent, instead of passing through or over 
the brush, has taken a downward shoot 
through the sand and has cut out a large 
opening below the base of the dam, through 
which the water passes with as full a sup­ 
ply of slickens as it did before. 
An effort 
is being made to remedy this, and the con­ 
tractors have a large force of men em­ 
ployed in piling into the opening thou­ 
sands of sacks of earth.” 
The w riter of 
th at item certainly has little knowledge of 
the construction of the dam aud the power 
of the river, or he would know that if the 
water had ceased to run through the 
brush and “ cut out a large opening below 
the base of the dam, through which the 
w ater passed, with as full a supply of slick­ 
ens as before,” not all the men and sand­ 
bags in the country would have availed 
anything against the terrible current and 
volume th at would quickly have cut away 
the works and opened a river channel. 
The water is passing through the brush in 
numerous places just as was calculated 
upon, and it never has taken a downward 
shoot and cu to u t an opening, it being able 
to escape much more easily by filtering 
through the brush. 
It is true th at thou­ 
sands of sacks are being placed upon the 
slope of the dam, but over the entire 
length of it, simply as a weight to the 
brush-tops. 
The work of weighing or fac­ 
ing the water slope of the brush was not 
provided for in the contract, but after the 
dam was completed it was thought best to 
have this done for fear of the w ater lifting 
the ends of the brush before the slickens 
would have time to settle there, aud thus 
weigh it all securely.

T hat School Drum.—The city grammar 
schools U5S snare drums for marching and 
other tactics. 
William Nixon, Truant Offi­ 
cer, tried to transport one by riding horse­ 
back the other day. He succeeded. When 
on J street near Ninth, something hit the 
drum and the music in it went off, to the 
consternation of the frisky horse upon which 
the martial instrument was being conveyed. 
A horseback runaway at once took place, and 
although Nixon is a good rider and had no 
fears of being thrown off, he didn’t care to 
have an extra amount of music on hand for 
the occasion and so let the drum drop. 
Owing to the speed the horse was making 
the instrument did not fall to the ground, 
but sailed back, and a long piece of twine 
which was fastened to it caught fast around 
the horse's tail and assumed the role of a 
tin can tied to a dog’s rear appendage. 
It 
played a regular shuttle movement—hitting 
the grount and banging against the horse’s 
hind parts at every jump, and occasionally 
taking the rider a chug in the back. 
Nixon 
slipped his feet out of the stirrups, as a 
precaution against accident to the hone, 
for if the drum 
knocked him several 
squares through the air in an advance direc 
tion, he didn't want to carry the horse with 
him by ibe stirrups, 
l’robably a more in­ 
tense situation for making fast time never 
existed, and the horee laid back bis ears like 
a jack-rabbit and went in. To add interest 
and novelty to the matter, »ne of the bridle 
lines just at this time broke. Though it is 
not uncommon to see a ten or twelve-mule 
team driven with only one line, it isn’t a pleas­ 
ant thing, just before anticipated thanksgiving 
dinners aud family reunions, to be caught 
astride of a wild horse, frightened to d -ath 
by a drum tied to its tail and only one line 
in band. The break occurred just as Tenth 
street was reached, and the pulling on one 
side only gave the caravan a sudden turn to 
the left, when the drum became detached and 
was left behind, but the gallant rider and 
horse shot out Tenth street like an arrow to 
near D, where the runaway was bioucht to 
anchor by being reined into the fence. No 
damage resulted, but the Truant Officer pro­ 
poses to transport the school drums hereafter 
on foot. 
D eath from Accident.—On last Friday 
afternoon Mrs. Elizabeth Kilgore, wife of D. 
C. Kilgore, who resides near the Fifteen-mile 
House, on the Auburn road, was so seriously 
injured by being thrown from a buggy that 
she died about an hour afterward. There 
were two men and another lady in the buegy 
at the time of the accident, but the others 
escasied serious injury.

A comfortable cot was fixed 
for her in the buggy from bedding obtained 
at Mr. Taylor’s, as she desired to he taken 
home, but" she died before arriving there. 
Coroner Vermilya went out and held an in­ 
quest Saturday, from which the above facts 
appeared. The funeral took place from her 
late residence yesterday. Mrs. Kilgore was 
the mother of Ellis Kilgore, of the firm of 
Kilgore & Tracy of this city. 
She was fifty- 
three years of age and a native of Ohio.

Her clothing was 
almost burned off, and ehe was so badly in­ 
jured that her life is despaired of.
